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DECISION ON PETITION

This is a decision on the petition, filed June 23, 2008, which is being treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 1.181 (no fee) requesting withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above- 
identified application. Petitioner seeks the re-mailing of a Notice of Allowance and Notice of 
Allowability. 

The petition is DISMISSED AS MOOT. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue and publication fees on or 
before December 24, 2007, as required by the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due (Notice), 
mailed September 24, 2007.
